— B ecau se of 
changed conditions from those ex ist­ 
ing in 1905, when the m inority of the 
board of consulting en gin eers of the 
P anam a canal subm itted its report, It 
is now adm itted in responsible quar­

their highest award. 
At the Horticul­ 
tural society of New York city they re 
eelvod a bronze medal for collection of 
vegetables. 
This society awards only 
throe medals, one each for the best col­ 
lection of flowers, fruits and vegetn 
hies. 
In the two New York city exhi­ 
bitions the experimental stations’ veg 
eta hies met as competitors not only 
farmers' and market gardeners’ prod­ 
ucts, but those from great estates 
around the city, where no money is 
spared to produce choice specimens. 
The story of the development of the 
experimental stations has been car­ 
ried many places by means of informal 
lectures illustrated by colored lantern 
slides. 
It will be repeated this winter 
at Southold before the farmers’ insti­ 
tute. It has been given in New York nine 
times.

Owing to the popular misconception 
and ignoranc? of the new regulations 
concerning tm al pox I)r. Beise has re­

D isp a t c h to publish the 
resolution of the State Hoard of Health 
o f October 9, 1906, 
which was as fel­ 
lows : 
It having

smallpox will not occur in a well vac­ 
cinated community, B"d th a t all a t­ 
tem pts to restrain this disease in a 
community not protected by vaccina I 
tion, by means of quarantine, will fail; 
th a t quarantine in a well vaccinated 
community 
is unnecessary; th a t at- 
temj t* to control the spread of sm all­ 
pox by means of quarantine are un­ 
scientific, irrational, exjrensive and mis- 
lea bng; th at, 
in laying down strict 
rules for the quarantine of smallpox, 
sanitary authorities are favoring un­ 
scientific and illogical meth(*ls for its 
control and are conveying false ideas as 
to the safety of the public, the Min­ 
nesota State Board of Health advises 
th a t afte r Janu ary 1, 1908, further a t­ 
tem pts to control small|H)X by means 
of quarantine shall be abandoned. 
On A ugust 6, 1907, the new regula­ 
tions were adopted which restrain the 
individual suffering from the disease 
from leaving the premises and require 
placarding the premises. 
In a circular 
sen t out on Jan uary 2d, 1908, the, board 
sent to the physicians of the sta te a 
circular of which the following is the 
im portant p art: 
•‘The patient must not leave the 
house until a fte r the removal of the 
warning c a rd .’' 
“ The 
two im portant 
changes in 
methods of dealing with smallpox are: 
“ (I) 
No quarantine restrictions on 
well people living in placarded house. 
The quarantine of the well but exposed 
individuals has proven an unnecessary 
and unw arrantable hardship. 
The okl 
quarantine methods have been a source 
of great expense* to both muncipaiities 
and individauls. 
“ (2) 
No fixed detention period for 
smallpox cases. 
W ith mild smallpox 
it is not practical to have a fixed length 
<»f time for quarantine 
(not less than 
four weeks under the old regulations.) 
The new regulations place the respon­ 
sibility for the time of release upon 
the attending physician. 
(See Reg. 
11) 
The tim e of restrain t will be short 
er long according to conditions in each 
case. 
“ With the history of smallpox as it 
has prevailed in Minnesota during the 
past nine years the board should have 
the support of the entire state in these 
two changes. 
W e have an illustration 
in our own sta te of the ineffectiveness 
of quarantine as a means of controlling 
smallpox, 
for during the past nine 
years there 
have been a t least «50,000 
eases of this di ease in spite of the 
rigid quarantine demanded by the old 
regulations.

PARTIAL

STILL 


Small Pox Patients Isolated but 
Well Members of Household 
Unrestrained 


Owing to the popular misconception 
and ignorancs of the new regulations 
concerning small pox Dr. Beise has re­ 
quested T h e 
D i s p a t c h to publish the 
resolution of the S tate Board of Health 
o f October 9, 1906, which was as fel­ 
lows: 
It having 
been 
established 
that 
smallpox will not occur in a well vac­ 
cinated community, a"d th at all a t­ 
tem pts to restrain this disease in a 
community not protected by vaccina­ 
tion, by means of quarantine, will fail; 
th a t quarantine in a well vaccinated 
community 
is unnecessary; th at a t­ 
tern] t J to control the spread of small­ 
pox by means of quarantine are un­ 
scientific, irrational, expensive and mis­ 
leading; that, in laying down strict 
rules for the quarantine of smallpox, 
sanitary authorities are favoring un­ 
scientific and illogical methods for its 
control and are conveying false ideas as 
to the safety of the public, the Min­ 
nesota State Board or Health advises 
th at after January I, 1908, further a t­ 
tem pts to control smallpox by means 
of quarantine shall be abandoned. 
On August 6, 1907, the new regula­ 
tions were adopted which restrain the 
individual suffering from the disease 
from leaving the premises and require 
placarding the premises. 
In a circular 
sent out on January 2d, 1908, the board 
sent to the physicians of the state a 
circular of which the following is the 
im portant part: 
"The patient m ust not leave the 
house until afte r the removal of the 
warning card.” 
“ The 
two im portant 
changes in 
methods of dealing with smallpox are: 
“ (I) 
No quarantine restrictions on 
well people living in placarded house. 
The quarantine of the well but exposed 
individuals has proven an unnecessary 
and unw arrantable hardship. 
The old 
quarantine methods have been a source 
of great expense to both muncipalities 
and individauls. 
“ (2) 
No fixed detention period for 
smallpox cases. 
W ith mild smallpox 
it is not practical to have a fixed length 
of time for quarantine (not less than 
four weeks under the old regulations.) 
The new regulations place the respon­ 
sibility for the time of release upon 
the attending physician. 
(See Reg. 
ll) 
The time of restraint will be short 
or long according to conditions in each 
case. 
“ W ith the history of smallpox as it 
has prevailed in Minnesota during the 
past nine years the board should have 
the support of the entire state in these 
tw o changes. 
We have an illustration 
in our own state of the ineffectiveness 
of quarantine as a means of controlling 
smallpox, for during the past nine 
years there have been at least 50,000 
cases of this di ease in spite of the 
rigid quarantine demanded by the old 
regulations. 
The 
new 
regulations 
should relieve both officials and indi­ 
viduals of much needless expense and 
annoyance th at were unavoidable under 
the old regulations. 
“ The regulations still require care­ 
ful disinfection of the prem ises.”
